EDUCATION IN CHINA, 

. The Chinese by sed experience have learned 
‘that there [sarother and more powerfal cfvilisa- 
tlon than thelr own, They would faln bellevo 
that it is wanting in the moral element, andthat 
ta lolroduce It would upset all those principles 
of cthics‘on which the antiquated Government 
‘Bas been founded. The mystical sequence 
of ‘Heaven to Earth, Earth to man, Emperor 
» to subject, and Father.to son, has been 
rang outin all its changes, Its {mpracticablilty: 
has been amply exposed whhin the last 
half century, since Commissioner Lin's bigh- 
handed measures at Canton'forced on the malden 
contest with the new civillyatien, but it Is 


“only recently, that the Chinese mind bas com-, 


menced to question in any measure its ethical 
foundatlons, The receat war with Japanhas, how- 
ever, convinced some of the Chinese officials that’ 
they mus male more Intlmate acqualh‘ance with 
this new. power, and that education of a different 
atd more practical nature must be imparted, 

should they desire to prevent the absolute and 
final collapse of thelr emplre, The emattering 
of knowledge that was avall:ble. at a few polnts 
in Ching, such as the T’ungwenkwan, and the 
varlous arsenals, was of no practical atility, 
beyond showing the student how much he had 
still to learn before. belag able to make practical 
usa of his Information, Koowleige from books 
{s practically no ieoowledge at alls the books 
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responsible posts, and glven the opportarilty of 
rising according to thelr deserts, Far otherwise 


at theirreception.-They -were-readity enouph - 


employed; but never la any reaprnslb'e position; 
all avenues of advancement were closed to them, 
and they were looted upon as little better than 
pariahs. That, on the whole, most of them 
bave continued respectable members of society 
well for the solld pround-work of thelr 
lon, Now, hawnyer, the necessity of send. 
ing the youth of the Empire abroad has, from the 
events of the late war, once more arsamed 
Practical form. On the slde of the Japanese there 
was the patent fact that. both Fleet and Army 
were leavened by offizers who hed been abrosd, 
io the service of the principa! States of the world, 
studled the'arta of war, and thove services the 
knowledge of which contributed .to the succsss- 
fal tesue of the campaign, 
the conviction was equally stroag that fo the 
incompetence of the officers 
army wae due the everlasting 
disgrace ofthe Empire. This convictloo was 
‘strengthened by the fact that thelr aavy, + a 
certaln proportion of the officers had studied 
nd where alone the youths sent to 
Amertea for that education had found, honours 
able employment, though defeated by superlor 
force, was not diseraced ; and that, with a few 
exceptions,. the officers had proved themselves 
brave and capable. Rut {thts conviction ts to 
lead to any practical resul'a there are one or 
two polots, guiling (tis true to the mandarinate 
asa body, which must be kept (a view: China 
{s nominally a damoczatic country, and every 
son of the soll fs legally eqaalio the sight of the 
law and eligible for offic:, no, matter bow 
exalted. ‘Practically, in China ae elsewhere, 
relationship tells, and the well-connected youth 
obtains the appointment to the exclusion of 
hfs humbler follow, The pride of tha 
lettered - classes = revolted «against = the 
despatch of youths abroad. Though the 
terms offered by the Government were 
liberal, next to none of kaoe#n family offered 
themselves, If the scheme {s ta be taken up 
agalo it most be on adifferent soclal ecale, The 
youths must, in fact, be selected from good 
families, to add to thelr prestige abroad aod 
secure them against neglect on thelr retum, 
This tesda to a second very practical consldera- 
tion. The youths sent to the United States had 
not seasired, before leaving China, a sufficient 
grounding In their own language. ‘The stens 
token to malotain or extend thelr koowledge of 
Chinese abroad were incfticlent, and the students 
were in a great measure denationalised. They 
knew English thoroughly, some of them were 
classical students, all hada falr knowledge: of 
ma‘hematice or other ‘usefal: sclences, buat of 
Chinese, on thelr return, they knew little or 
nothing. How far should a student goln his 
knowledge of Chinese before belog sent abroad? 
This {s a subject In which much may be sald, 
and which mast rest {n each case on practical 
issues, The higher. the. social position of the 
student's famfly, the better the assurance that 
he will have been well grounded in the Chinese 
language and Ilterature, Atthe same time the 
eoriculam of the Chinese exam{nation-hall ts 
one eminently fitted for making the student a 
mere pedant, The practical coursa to pursue 
would be {n cach Important centre to establish 
special preparatory colleg: here the stadent 
may be well-grounded fo Chinese as woll as {5 
the elements of western sclonces, This Idea of a 
teaching college fs, however, as yet unfamiliar 
in China, ‘The state bas not learned the diatine. 
‘tion between's teaching and a mere examining 
university, We witness the same question 
belog thrasbed cat {n England at the nroment. 
Early {n the ceotury a new movement {n favour 
of education sprung up, A form not dissimilar 
‘to ‘Chinese practice was Introduced. The 
untversitles were to be examining, ‘not teaching, 
bodies. The student was ta ba educated where 
and how ho Itked, and to present himself at 
stated intervals -to an examiaing body who 
would confer degrees on him according to merit, 
The scheme looked well on piper! It has not 
proved a success, and the University of London, 
the highest development of the system, now. 
finds that to make headway it must be converted 
{nto a teaching body. Thitls fact that must 
be borne fo mind in Chloa ff any good is to 
come out of the new movement, The 
preliminary college {s as necessary to success 
as the foreign university. Withont {the new 
scheme will fall and the last stage of the scheme 
of practical tultion will be worse than the first,—
